iasm. 
Tne association's trade mark 
Is now- being prominently displayed 
over the stores of tno members. It 
is a large red and white affair, begin- 
ning with a denunciation of trusts in 
general and ending the a comdemna- 
tion of the cigar trust in particular. 
The stores bearing it are fast getting 
rid of their trust stock, and the In- 
dependent goods are • being pushed 
vigorously. 


Still Buying 


In Wisconsin the buying of the new 
crop continues active, although It Is 
not quite as lively as it was a couple 
of weeks ago. The lessened activi- 
ty is .probably due to the fact that the 
earlier harvested crop has been large- 
ly assorted, and also to the disposi- 
tion of the buyers to call a halt until 
they can learn how the later tobacco 
Is curing.* There has been an over- 
abundance of moist weather recently 
and purchaser believe It wise to sus- 
pend operations until they learn how 
the crop has been affected.

barns, and when the wood used Is per- 
fectly dry, the leaf Is benefited by 
this means.

green 


there Is danger that the tooacco will

Compar- 
ing present, conditions

In ex- 
cess of those of September 1898, 50 
jier cent, greater than those of Sep- 
tember 1890,' more than double those 
of September 1888, and nearly three 
times as great as those of 1885. This 
seems to indicate that the downward 
tendency in the export trade caused 
by the corn crop failure of last year 
lias reached Us lowest point and mat 
.the reverse movement toward normal 
conditions has. begun. 
Following the 


failure of 'the corn crop Irfst year the 
exports tended steadily.downward. Be 
ginning with October 1901, tn whlcu 
the export .figures were 145 million 
dollars, the movement was steadily

This decrease in exports, as Is well 


known, was due to the corn crop fail- 
ure of last year and to the low price 
of cotton; and while. the new corn 
crop has'not yet begun to make us 
appearance In the export figures of the 
Bureau of Statistics, the movement of 
the new cotton year has been active 
and Is the principle cause of the up- 
ward trend In the export figures. The

branch. 
The letters of the average 


public school graduate or university 
graduate are likely to be prolflc 
In 


bad spelling. 


Prof. Clark of the 
Northwestern 


University says the trouble Is with 
the so-called "scientific" method of 
teaching spelling. The public schools 
turn out graduates who have learned 
with great pains how not to spell. The 
undor-graduatcs and graduates of the 
colleges probably spell a little 
or 


considerably worse than .the public 
school children. 


But the great thing is the method. 


Nothing can equal the pity which 
the enthusiasts of the now method bcs 
tow upon children who have learned 
to spell without reliance upon It. Spel- 
ling Is nothing; method Is everything. 
Let us remember that when 
we 


come across a fantastic or blundering 
speller. 
The worse he spells, the 


more superior Is the method by which 
ho came to that preeminence as a 
muddler and twister of orthography.— 
New York Sun.

TURNS REVOLVER ON HIMSELF 


Tragedy It Caused by Suit for Divorce 


for Which the Slayer Places the 
Blame on the Man and Woman He 
Has Slain. 


Mount Pleasant. Mich.. Oct. 17.— 


Archie Woodln. 23 years old, shot and 
killed his wife's parents and his IS- 
months'-ohl daughter. 
He was over- 


powered just as lie had turned the 
weapon upon himself and Inflicted a 
wound which will not prove f-.ial. The 
tragedy Is the sequel of a ault for di- 
vorce which Mrs. Woodln Instituted 
Oct. 10. 


Having secured the weapon he rode 


his bicycle six miles to the farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Guild;, his wife's 
parents. Mr. Gullck was shot twice, 
once above the heart and once lit the 
right side, and was Instantly killed. 


Kills Mother-in-Law. 


"U'oodlu then turned upon his moth- 


er-in-law, who was sitting In a rocking 
chair, and shot her In the throat. -She 
ran Into the kitchen and felj upon her 
baclt. Woodln followed and emptied 
three chambers of his revolver Into 
her breast, killing her. A 14-year-old 
daughter of 
Gullck came In at the 


sound of the first shots, and, seeing 
the blood on her mother's neck, ran 
to the neighbors and gave the alarm. 
"While running down the 
road 
she 


heard, the last three shots. 


The murderer t'aen dashed madly to 


his mother's home, six miles n-.vay. 
He rode his bicycle for one mile, then 
tearing off his coat ahd throwing It 
with the wheel Into a fence corner, 
he ran a mile through the fields. He 
made the last four miles on a bor- 
rowed horse. 


Takes Child's Life. 


After speaking to a group of apple- 


pickers on his mother's farm, he en- 
tered the house as though nothing un- 
usual had happened.- and picking up 
his little girl, carried her into an 
empty room. In a moment the shot 
rang out which ended the child's life. 
The farm hands rushed In, but not In 
.Ime to prevent Woodln from shooting 
ilmsclf. 


Tho young mother, until Sept. 27. 


jad the baby with her at the farm of 
Ell Ferris, where she obtained em- 
ployment, but the father then took It 
:o his mother an the promise that he 
•would soon return It. Woodln's wife 
was Miss Anna A!. Gullck, and they 
were married March 23, IflOO. Woodln 
was a soldier In the Cuban war. At 
the jail he refused to talk, except to 
express regret that he failed to kill 
tilmself.
